An act for the relief of Belinda McGregor

As passed by the Senate on November 8, 1997

S. 1304 would grant permanent residence to Belinda McGregor. CBO estimates that enacting
this legislation would have no significant impact on the federal budget. S. 1304 could have
a very small effect on fees collected by the Immigration and Naturalization Service, which
are classified as direct spending, so pay-as-you-goedwees would apply. This act
contains no intergovernmental or private-sector mandates as defined Wnfineded
Mandates Reform Act of 1995 and would have no impact on the budgets of state, local, or
tribal governments.
